A parole officer has an
average load of 120 units.
Parolees are evaluated and
given points: a 4 is one who
would be difficult to handle;
3 is one less likely to get
into trouble; a 2 would be a
man who would need little
supervision and a 1 might
be the man next door who
shot his wife in an argu-
ment and was sent to prison
for second degree murder.
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Thus a parole officer con-
ceivably could have 120 pa-
rolees under his supervision
or he might have only 30.
Most have a combination of
types and have 40 or more
parolees.

‘There presently are 5,200
parolees under this inten-
sive supervision, and the
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‘The department of correc-
tions is in the midst of a
trend of receiving less pris-
oners for which there is no
quick explanation. Even
though the average stay of
inmates is longer than it
was a few years ago, the
overall population is consid-
erably less than had been
projected for this time.

Procunier said this could
be because of high employ-
ment and a general prosper-
ity. For one thing, there’s
been a big drop in the num-
ber of forgers being sent to
prison — the percentage
has from 22 'g:r
cent of the total population
to about 9 per cent.
